HOLLYWOOD  ( Essig ,  1931J  (Sindjkha  x  Magnifica).  A  charming  bright 
pink,  yellow,  and  old  gold  blend  of  the  most  bewitching  colors.  The  stiff 
horizontal  falls  are  daphne  red  overlaid  with  shades  of  hortense  violet, 
which  is  very  showy  at  the  tip  of  the  brilliant  orange  beard.  The  center 
of  the  flower  is  lightened  by  various  shades  of  amber-yellow  and  old 
gold,  producing  a  most  delightful  effect.  The  stems  are  stout  and  rather 
heavy  for  their  length,  but  when  welhgrown  they  may  attain  a  height  of 
three  feet  and  carry  the  large  flowers  well  above  the  foliage.  The  plants

BLUE  AND  GOLD  (Essig,  1931 )  (California  Blue  x  Louis  Bel).  A  most 
unusual  and  attractive  bright,  rich  blue  self.

Varieties  Grouped  by  Color 

Many  of  our  customers  wish  to  get  a  general  idea  of  the  garden  values  of  different  irises  without 
spending  time  to  read  through  the  entire  list  carefully.  To  help  them  we  have  grouped  many  of  our 
listed  varieties  into  color  groups.  Sometimes  the  same  variety  may  occur  in  more  than  one  group  if  its 
colors  will  allow  it  to  be  used  where  those  groups  are  wanted  in  a  planting. 

It  would  be  possible  to  subdivide  each  group  into  sub-groups  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  do 
this  as  little  would  be  gained  for  landscape  purposes  by  so  doing. 

The  great  variety  of  color  combinations  in  irises  make  any  classification  of  this  sort  of  nothing  more 
than  suggestive  value.  Color  is  only  one  of  the  elements  which  give  iris  character.  The  height,  carriage, 
shape,  substance,  branches,  abundance  of  blooms,  and  the  character  of  the  foliage  must  be  considered.

Unguicularis 

A  more  euphonious  name  by  which  this  group  is  often  known  is  that  of  Stylosa. 
While  scientifically  we  must  talk  of  unguicularis,  because  this  name  was  given  first,  in  our 
gardens  may  we  not  grow  stylosa?  The  garden  use  of  the  iris  in  this  group  is  reserved 
for  those  who  live  in  the  milder  climates. 

The  plants  start  blooming  in  the  fall  and  bloom  throughout  the  winter.  They  grow 
wild  in  Algeria,  Greece,  and  Asia  Minor.  The  foliage  is  grass-like  and  the  flowers  are 
borne  on  stem-like  parts,  really  elongated  perianth  tubes,  8  to  16  inches  long.  The 
flower  is  one  of  great  refinement  and  is  delightful  in  the  house. 

Plant  preferably  from  August  to  December.  We  do  not  advise  planting  later  than 


February  except  in  balled  clumps.
